The President** Condition. 
W ashington, June III.-—Bulletins have 
been hourly posted, continuing to give favor­ 
able accounts of the Presidents condition. 
Following are the latest : 
W ash ing to n (D. C.), July 3J.—-The ad­ 
visability of probing the President’s wound 
for thebuUet was carefully considered at the 
consultation of his attending physicians at 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and it was then 
determined not to make any attempt to ex­ 
tract the ball, owing to the fact that the re­ 
action which should follow the ehrck of in­ 
jury had not taken place, and besi lea great 
fears were entertained at that hour that the 
President would not rally. 
Careful and 
delicate examinations made later in the even­ 
ing revealed the fact that the location of the 
ball, as determined, was such as to make any 
effort last night for its removal unwarrant­ 
able. This morning the physicians decide 
that no effort will be made at present to ex­ 
tract the ball, as its presence in the location 
determined does not necessarily interfere 
with the ultimate recovery of the President. 
Moat of the members of the Cabinet watched 
at the Executive Mansion last night, and re­ 
mained until a late honr this morning. Sec­ 
retaries Windom and Hunt and Postmaster- 
General James were the first to leave. 
Secretary Lincoln and Attorney-General 
MacVeagh remained until near 8 o’clock. All 
of them, however, before leaving, indited 
hopeful and reassuring telegrams concerning 
the President’s condition, to be sent to many 
personal friends. 
W ashington, July 3d.—Hr. Bliss states 
this morning that the examinations made yes­ 
terday afternoon and evening disclosed the 
fact that the bullet entered the President’s 
body between the tenth aud eleventh ribs, on 
the right side of the spinal column, and pass­ 
ing forward and downward into and through 
the lower end of the right lobe of the liver, 
finally lodged in the anterior portion of the 
abdomen. 
W ashington, July 3d—(! i*. >1.—There is 
no appreciable change since the last bulletin. 
The President sleeps well at intervals. Pulse 
109, temi»crature and respiration normal. 
W ashington, July 3d — 9 r. si.—Any 
rumor to the effect that inflammation has set 
iu is incorrect. There has been no percepti­ 
ble change in the President’s condition since 
2 o’clock. 
W ashington, July 3d—9 p. m.—The sur­ 
geons say the symptoms continue favorable; 
that every hour that this status continues 
lessen the danger. 
W ashington, July 31—10 r. m.—The con­ 
dition of the President is less favorable. 
Pulte 120, temperature 100, respiration 20. 
He is more restless, and again complains of 
pain in the feet. 
W ashington, July 4th—1:30 a. si.—The 
President’s condition has changed very little 
sicce the last bulletin. Pulse 112, tempera­ 
ture 99 8 10, respiration 20. Some tympan­ 
ites is recognized, but he dce3 not complain 
so much of pain in the feet. 
W ashington, July 4th—2 a. m.—In view 
of the fact that it is deemed best to keep the 
President perfectly quiet during the re­ 
mainder of the night, the attending physi­ 
cians announce that no examination will be 
made, and no further bulletins issued until 
7:30 a. m. 
W ashington, July 4th—2:10 a m.—Dr. 
Bliss authorizes a positive contradiction of 
the rumor in circulation that he stuted that 
the President’s case is practically hopeless, 
and that there is no use in misleading the 
people, 
Tlie Slory or a ta d j Eye-Witness. 
W ashington, July 3d.—Mrs. Sarah V. E. 
White, the lady in charge of the waiting- 
room at the Baltimore depot, was the person 
who first reached the President after he was 
shot. She said she saw the whole thing, The 
man came in from this door [pointing to the 
door at the east, entering the ladies’ room 
frcm the main waiting-room] just as the Presi­ 
dent entered the middle door from B street. 
When he had approached within five feet of 
the President he fired, aiming as though at 
the President's heart, and missed him. The 
President did not seem to notice him, but 
walked right on past the man. He fired 
again, and the President fell. He fell right 
at the turn of the second row of seats. I 
was the first to reach him, and lifted up his 
head. The janitor rushed in and called 
for 
the 
police. I 
held him until 
some men came and lifted him up. 
He did not speak, nor did any one, until a 
young man, whom I thick was the Presi­ 
dent’s son, came. After he had vomited I 
think he said something to him. When he 
was lifted upon the mattress he spoke. On 
the gronnd no words at all passed between 
them. The man walked deliberately out of 
the center door, where somebody headedhim 
off. He turned and started bark the way he 
came, and was seized at the door by a police­ 
man. 1 have seen the man once or twice 
before—one time in particular I noticed him. 
A few days ago he promenaded up and down, 
just as he did to-day, wiping his face and ap­ 
parently excited. I thought he was waiting 
for some friends. This morning he waited 
here half an hour, walking up and down. 
There were few people in the room when the 
shot was fired. After the shooting the Presi­ 
dent was laid on the floor until a mattress 
could be procured, and at once was removed 
to a room in the seccnd story of the depot. 
Garfield’s son was with him at the time, and 


as his father fell Le burst into a paroxysm 
of tears. Secretaries Blaine, Hunt and Lin­ 
coln and Postmaster-General James were at 
the depot at the time. 
The President** Mother and Sister. 
C lev elan d, July 3d.—A messenger who 
went down to Solon yesterday afternoon, 
where Garfield’s mother and three sisters 
live, says that the first news received there 
was from newspaper extras thrown off the 
train. Immediately on receipt of tbe news 
Mrs. M. J. Larabee, the President’s sister, 
with whom his mother had been staying, 
sent her mother over to Mrs. M. Trowbridge, 
another sister, about a quarter of a mile away, 
without hearing the dreadful news. An hour 
later, about noon, the follow ing dispatch was 
received by Mra. Larabee : 
E xecutive M ansion, 
I 
W ashington, July 21. 
I 
Mis. Eliza Garfield : Don’t be alarmed by 
sensational rumors. The Doctors thick the 
wound is not fatal. Don’t thick cf coming 
until you hear further.H a b rt A. G a rfie ld . 
The signature is that of the President’s 
seven-year-old son. Garfield’s mother has 
been prostrated for some days, in consequence 
of the death of her brother-iu-'.aw, Thos. A. 
Garfield, and only th¡3 morning she was in­ 
formed of the death of Mrs. Arnold, the 
President’s c o u síd , who died yesterday, and 
it was deemed certain that the death of 
James would kill her. This morning the 
mother said to Mrs. Larabee: “ I expect 
something is going to happen to James’ 
family.” Mrs. L. said: “ Mother, don’t 
worry. I think the trouble iu James’ family 
is past ”—(alluding to Mrs. G.’s illness). 
The mother replied, “ No; I fear some­ 
thing is going to happen to James.” 
She afterwards reiterated her presentiment 
to Mrs. Trowbridge, adding: ‘‘Accidents 
never come singly. I feel that something is 
going to happen to James.” Before Garfield 
left for Washington, in March, Mr. Larabee 
warned him to take care of himself. Gar- ¡ 
field’s reply w aq “ I am no coward, and I 
can’t have a body-guard about me all the 
time.” The sisters have agreed to keep the 
news from Mrs. GaifielJ at least till to-mor­ 
row, when Rev. W. O. Noone, of the Dis­ 
ciple Church, will break it to her. This 
makes the fifth death in the Garfield family 
within as many months, comprising, besides 
the President, his uncie, Thomas Garfield ; 
his cousin, Mrs. Cornelia Arnold; his favor­ 
ite niece, Mrs. Hattie Palmer, who formerly 
lived in his house, and the latter lady’s in­ 
fant daughter. The messenger who went 
dowrn to Solon fays the farmers had sus­ 
pended work, and had gathered in from the 
cross roads to tho railroad track, awaiting 
the arrival of successive bulletins. ’The feel­ 
ing everywhere is one of deep sorrow and de­ 
pression. The celebration for the Fourth 
will be changed to a funeral procession.

W ashington, July 33.—The package of 
documents left by Guitteau as intended for 
Byron Andrews, of tbe Chicago Inter Orean, 
were placed in the hands of the police, and 
were not delivered to that gentleman. They 
afterwards were handed to District Attorney 
Corkhill, in whore possession they now are. 
Tin- Assassin’* Family ICcInlion*. 
Boston, .July 3d.—Guitteau, the assassin, 
has a brother in the city—an insurance agent. 
Ir. an interview he referred to the vicious and 
irresponsible character of his brother, who 
seemed to have no moral attributes whatever. 
He paid no biih-, and was a source of great 
trouble to his family, from whom lie had es­ 
tranged himself. 
Following is an extract from a letter dated 
March 30, 1873, from the father of the 
assassin to John W. Guitteau his brother: 
“ I have been ready to believe him capable 
of almost any folly, stupidity cr rascality. 
One pe ssible excuse I can render for him, 
wnieh Is that he ia tusftne. Indeed, if I was 
called as a witness upon the stand, I am in­ 
clined to think I should testify that he is ab­ 
solutely insane, and hardly responsible for 
his acts.” 
Insanity or W‘lcke«lnc*s- Whlrli ? 
W ashington, July 3d.—District Attorney 
Corkhill, after consultation with several 
Judges of the District Court, concluded not 
to make public at present the contents of the 
papers which Guitteau left for Mr. Andrews, 
the newspaper correspondent. A member of 
the Cabinet, who has read these papers, says 
that oce of them is a letter addressed to 
Vice-President Arthur, in which he recom­ 
mends the appointment of Mr. CoDkling as 
Secretary of State, L. P. Morton as Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, General Locan as Sec­ 
retary ef War, and Emory Storrs as Attor­ 
ney-General. 
He thonght General James 
might be retained as Postmaster-General. 
The member of the Cabinet who read these 
letters said they appeared to be the vaporings 
of an insane man. Others who have read 
them think they are more wicked than in­ 
sane. 
Mr*. Uartlrld’s Arrival at the White 
H ouse-A Nad Scene. 
W ashington, Jnly 3d.—As the hour ap­ 
proached at which Mrs. Garfield was ex­ 
pected to arrive, last night, a sorrowful group 
gathered on the south portico of the White 
House to receive her. A few minutea before 
7 o’clock she arrived, and was met at the 
front door by Attorney-General MacVeagh, 
Mrs. Postmaster-General James and Mrs. 
Garfield’s eldest son. Her son placed his arm 
about her waist and led her into the honse sob­ 
bing. Strong men who witnessed this sad scene 
turned away and wept as they heard the 
heart broken sobs of the President’s wife.. 
Mrs. Garfield was immediately taken to the 
bedside of her husband, who quieted her with 
affectionate cheerfulness. 
The scene that 
followed was indescribable. The presence of 


Mrs. Garfield seemed to cheer her husband, 
and the favorable turn in his condition which 
was observed within an hour after her arrival 
was attributed by the physicians to that fact. 
The President’s pulse, which had beeu for 
some time at 140, ran down to 12S, and soon 
afterwards to 112. 
* 
Brave Mr*. Barfield. 
W ashington, July 33.—Judge Swayce, 
who broke the news to Mrs. Garfield at Long 
Branch, says he went to her with fear and 
trembling, intending to break it gently, but 
soon felt like, a criminal under cross-examina­ 
tion. eo direct and cool was her manner. 
Before he spoke she said, “ W hat is the 
matter ? ’ He replied, “ The President has 
met with an accident.” Mrs. Garfield at 
once asked, “ Is he dead?” He said, “ No.’> 
"W hat 
was the accident?” 
Judge 
Swaj-n?, as deliberately as possible, an­ 
swered, “ I think he was shot — prob­ 
ably in some accidental way. I think 
he must have been fooling with a pistol, and 
doubtless he shot himself. I can’t think it ia 
anything serious.” Mrs. Garfield saiJ, “ It 
is impossible that he coul.l have shot himself. 
He has beeu shot. Tell me the truth.” He 
saw it was useless to evade her, and she 
learned all. She gave directions as cool os 
an executive officer of a ship could when 
clearing for action. 
The P resident's W onnd. 
Chicago, July 31.—Major Burt. U. S. A., 
telegraphs to General Swain, at the Execu­ 
tive Mansion, as follows : 
Recall Captain Drnry's wound—through 
the liver—received at Gordon Mills, before 
Ohicamauga. He “ took the chance," and is 
here in good health. Captain Drury was the 
originator of the phrase, “ I will take that 
chance,” and it was his words which occurred 
to General Garfield in his talk with his physi­ 
cian, Dr. Bliss, yesterday. General Gar­ 
field was familiar with the circumstances of 
Major Drury’s case, which was in many re­ 
spects a counterpart cf his own. Drury was 
shot from in front, the bullet penetrating the 
liver, also the lungs. A considerable portion 
of the liver was destroyed, and after an illm *3 
of some weeks he recovered, and is to-day 
as robust as anybody. The ball was eventu­ 
ally cut rut of his body.

New Y ork, July 33.—The indications are 
that the Fourth of July festivities will be 
pretty generally revoked. 
Ilie Four Hi In Ohio. 
Columbus (O.), July 33.—Governor Fcs'er 
to-day issues a proclamation that in accord­ 
ance with numerous suggestions, which ac­ 
cord with his feelings in matter, he advises 
the various cities to suspend the usual Fourth 
of July celebrations, and substitute appropri­ 
ate services iu the churcbes at 10:30, and en­ 
gage in prayer to Almighty God, and that 
the celebration be conducted in accordance 
with what may then be the known condition 
of the President. 
IU I vrr-a 1 Sympathy. 
W ashington, July 31.—An avalanche of 
telegrams, expressing sympathy with the 
President and his family in their affliction, 
have been received to day, a very large per­ 
centage of which originated in the South. 
Reception of the News In London. 
London, July 3d.—A profound sensation 
was created here, and amazement and incre­ 
dulity prevailed. 
Great anxiety is felt, 
especially among the Americans, who de­ 
serted their places and occupations to get the 
new*. MinisterLowell’s residence is thronged. 
The Queen and Earl Granville immediately 
and personally cabled condolence.

ItEays: The first impression is 
that the dastardly act is due to the same 
agencies as have attempted the lives of so 
many crowned heads, but there is no evidence 
of political crime.

C h arlesto n (S. C.), July 31—On receiv­ 
ing the news of the attempteJ assassination 
of the President, a public meeting of citizens 
was called, which was presided ever by the 
Mayor. By authority cf the meeting the 
following dispatch was telegraphed to Wash­ 
ington : 
To Hon. James G. Blaine, Secretary, 
Washington : A largely attended meeting of 
citizens of this city was held at the Court­ 
house this evening to express the feelings of the 
community upon the attempted assassination 
of President Gaifidd. Resolutions express­ 
ive of the deepest sympathy for the Pre.-ident 
and family, ar.d an earnest hope for his re­ 
covery were unanimously adopted, as also 
resolutions of abhorence for the deed com­ 
mitted.

Sei.MA I Ala.), .July 31—The news of the 
attempt to assassinate the President was re­ 
ceived here with profoundest regret. A mass 
meeting, called by the Chairman of the Dem­ 
ocratic Executive Committee, the Mayor of 
the city, our member of Congress, and other 
prominent citizens, was held at 6 i*. M. The 
attendanci of all class:* was large. Resolu­ 
tions were pissed, Vy a unanimous rising 
vote, dencumiag the dastardly act, and ex­ 
pressive of the severest grief at the nation’s 
calamity. 
B altim ore, July 31 —The Sun 3ays : In 
this community all personal, all partisan 
feeling seemed buried in a common sentiment 
of sorrow.

He was looked up to with thousands 
of warm and pleasant hopes. 
A tla n ta (Ga.). July 3d.—The Constitution 
says : The news is unquestionably startling, 
but no thoughtful man will deny that it is 
the natural and appropriate outcome of the 
political insanity which goes by the name of 
Republicanism. 
Farther Pres* Comments. 
New Y ork, Jnly 33.—The Herald, savs; 
There should be soma slight consolation in 
the thought that no rational enemy was be­ 
hind this dreadful blow. For that venerable 
lady who lately reflected that she was the 
only President’s mother who ever lived in 
the White Honse ; for the dear wife, to whom 
the chivalrous gentleman sent his love os a 
tender remembrance of the first moment of 
his recovery from the consternation of the 
tragic assault; for the five boys, full of proud 
regard that sons mnst feel for such a father— 
there cannot but be some satisfaction In the 


thought that no mau of the American people 
possessed of his reason could feel towards their 
husband and father a murderous hate that 
could strike at his life, and they may 
well feel comforted and helped by a national 
sympathy deep and tender, which desires the 
recovery of their beloved one with an earnest­ 
ness and ardor that can only yield to their 
own. It is plain and clear enough to our 
own.people that the tragedy has no political 
relations, and is only the expression of an 
impulse of one individual; but abroad, where 
they imagine us, from the late agitations, to 
be iu a fever of revolution, and where they 
do not know that the limit of party passion 
never rises to this bight, the event will be 
misunderstood and misinterpreted and com­ 
mented npon as one of the growing evils of 
our system. 
Chicago, July 31.—T|ie Tribune's edi­ 
torial says : The attempted assassination of 
President Garfield yesterday has naturally 
shocked the national mind, and for a time 
overwhelmed the hearts of the entire people. 
He had called an able and experienced Cabi­ 
net to his aid, and in four months won the 
confidence of the grsat mass of the American 
people. This act was that of a crazy man, 
not prompted by papular complaint. The 
country will unquestionably, and without a 
dissenting voice, acquit those of political vari­ 
ance with General Gaifield of all complicity 
or knowledge of this atrocious deed. A t the 
same time it will be remembered this crazy 
demon was in the mental condition to be in­ 
fluenced by the current events of the day, 
and the fact that a faction in New York was 
striving to defeat the Administration was just 
such an event as would suggest to a mind 
like that of this man, seeking notoriety, 
that the removal of the President would 
terminate the contest, unite the party 
and perhaps win for himself the Rratitude of 
tlie victors. While no sane man will admit 
a suspicion that this assassirasión had any 
connection with the New York case, still in 
the theory that the assassin was deranged in 
mind, and taking hi* own letters as indicating 
the direction of hi* insanity, no one will 
question that had the factions controversy not 
occurred this murder woull not have sug­ 
gested i'self to Guitteau. This thought will 
survive as part of the history of the whole 
murderous transaction. If anything could 
add to the universal grief cf the people over 
the assassination, it would be the pending 
calamity of three and a half years' govern­ 
ment under Mr. Arthur. The country will 
learn of his probable succession to office w i;h 
a shudder cf apprehension. 
Albyny, July 33.—The Eremin/ Journal 
says : No man has deserved better of the re­ 
public. He ha 3 conspicuously illustrated 
the genius of our institutions, and tho mag­ 
nificent opportunity it offers to worth and 
intelligence. 
The Times, Aryus and other papers express 
abhorrence of the act. 
Boston, July 3 1.—The Herald says : Sad 
and lamentable, and far-reaching in its pos­ 
sible consequences as is thi* act of frenzy, it 
loses all sinister political significance when it 
appears as the deed cf disappointment of one 
who has lost bis wit*. Assassination has no 
place in our political system, and is never jus­ 
tifiable in a land of free speech and universal 
suffrage.

Large quantities of fruit are at present 
being shipped to the East. 
The Bank of Stockton has notified the 
Bank Commissioner that it will disincor­ 
porate and reorganize as a National Bank. 
The gay and festive grasshopper has 
reached Truckee and is making sad havoc 
in the few gardens ami isolated green spots 
in the vicinity. 
George Bayless, late editor or the Ruby 
Hill News, who has been on a visit to the 
East for a few mouths past, has returned 
to the Base Range. 
William Blankenship, a young farmer 
who resides in French Gamp, has just 
fallen heir to 830,000, through the decease 
of an uncle in Arizona. 
The electric light is now being used in 
several of tho business houses of Ogden : 
but the flickering nuisance, in Ogden, as 
elsewhere, has yet to bo overcome. 
The Oroville Mercury says : There is at 
present considerable mining going on in the 
vicinity of Buck’s rancb. A number of men 
are prospecting there with varied success. 
Austin, Nev., was visited on Tuesday 
with the liveliest whirlwind in her history, 
which played hovoe with wagon*, awnings, 
and things not securely fastened generally. 
There is an item going the rounds of the 
papers to the tffect that Oolonel Lyman 
Bridges made $55.000 out of the sale of the 
Nevada Central Railway to Gould ami his 
associates. 
Not only are the grasshoppers playing 
havoc with the crops aud iu fact every­ 
thing that is green—in Beaver, Utah, but 
the pests are reported to be very numerous 
about Oxford, Idaho. 
The trial of P. J. Klesler for the murder 
of Theodore Treier proves to be the most 
important case that has occurred for some 
time in Tehama county, aud attracts a 
large crowd to the Court-house. 
The surveyors are at work in Sierra val­ 
ley staking off the Plumas branch of the 
railroad which ia to run through tlie val­ 
ley. It is a branch of the Nevada and Or­ 
egon I ladread which runs from Keuo 
north. 
The Scott Valley .Yeier asserts that re­ 
ports from the upper end of the valley are 
to the effect that the farmers entertain 
fears that the grasshoppers will tal.e pos­ 
session of their ranches. As yet they have 
done no damage, but the iucrease of th‘ *o 
pests daily are enormous. 
Tha wool product of this section of the 
country this season will reach upward of 
100,000 pounds, of an aggregate value of 
about $24,000. The clip is very heavy aud 
of excellent quality, commanding a good 
price below, twenty-four cents per pound 
having been paid. Sheep everywhere aro 
doiug well and owners arc highly elated in 
consequence.

John W hite, a rancher living near Live 
Oak, is a notable example of the difference 
between practical and slip-shod farmers. 
He has only been engaged in farming iu 
this State for about ten years, yet owns a 
good ranch, has a tine orchard of six-year- 
old trees, and sells several hundred dollars 
worth of fruit every year to parties who 
have been ranching in the neighborhood 
for upwards of twenty years, [i-ridley 
Herald. 
In proportion to her population, Nevada 
consumes more liquid refreshment thau 
any other State in the Uuion. She has two 
rectifiers, over 1,000 retail and 19 wholesale 
liquor dealers ; one manufacturer of cigars, 
over 1,200 dealers in manufactured tobac­ 
co, 34 brewers and 15 dealers in malt 
liquors. Thirteen thousand nine hundred 
and sixty-five and one-half barrels of beer 
were made in the State last year. 
R. B. Blowers informs us that the grass­ 
hopper pest still continues, but by unre­ 
mitting efforts he has succeeded in keep­ 
ing them out of his vineyard. He keeps 
one or two men on horseback with a sort 
of grasshopper mill, by means of which the 
voracious insect is trapped. They seem 
to originate in tlie alfalfa fields *d joining 
the vineyard. Mr. Blowers expects to be 
able to destroy several bushels of these in­ 
sects per day by the uso of two of these 
fans.

It ;„s difficult to discuss coolly the shock* 
crime which has spread horror a td 
consternation over the whole country, nor 
does the fact that the wretched creature 
who has thus thrust himself into an abom­ 
inable prominence appears to be of unsound 
mind at all mitigate the feeling of mingled 
dismay and helples3nes which the deed is 
calculated to produce. 
The first reflection 
which arises upon euch an event is that 
there can be no safety for public men of 
mark, and th at at any time the wisést and 
best devised governmental arrangements are 
liable to be overthrown and brought to 
nought through the morbid fantasy of some 
euch malignant lunatic as this Guitteau. 
B at though fuller accounts of the attem pt 
to assassinate President Garfield have dis 
sipated the idea that the crime might have 
been the outcome of a political conspiracy, 
and though there seems no reason to doubt 
that the assassin acted altogether upon his 
own suggestions, it cannot fail to be per­ 
ceived that the recent disposition in many 
quarters to palliate or justify resort to as­ 
sassination as a remedy for real or fancied 
wrongs is indirectly connected with this 
atrocious deed. 
There are periods when 
it may be said that the incentives to such 
Crimea as this are in the a ir; when the 
restlessness anu feverish irritation of vast 
strata of the lower classes of men in many 
countries seem to put forth challenges to 
the existing order of things, and menaces 


T H E SURGICAL ASPECTS OF TH E CASE. 


At the latest accounts President Gar­ 
field's symptoms were favorable, but it 
must be distinctly understood that he is _ 
cot out of danger, and it is better to state ! journals, which have been in the practice 
plainly that notwithstanding his apparent ; 0 
excusing or even approving these 
crimes, on the sophistical ground that 


against whatever and whoever represents 
authority. 
This man Guitteau is evidently one of 
the dangerously impressionable class which, 
without fixed principles or convictions of 
any kind, and with a natural predisposi­ 
tion to vicious habits of thought and action, 
absorb, like sponges, the worst impressions 
and suggestions of their time, and not in­ 
frequently, as in this case, suddenly startle 
the world with a practical interpretation 
of what they have thus assimilated. And 
while it wculd be a cruel calumny to assert 
that Conkling or his faction are responsible 
for the assassination of the Tresideiit, it is 
by no means a calumny to say that the 
deadlock at Albany, and the quarrel be­ 
tween Conkling and A rthur and President 
Garfield, played a very im portant part in 
the preparation of Guittc-au’s mind for 
the crime. 
His exclamation when he was 
arrested, “ I am a stalwart, and this makes 
A rthur i ’resident,” together with the let­ 
ter he had w ritten to General Sherman, 
conclusively indicate that he had been 
brooding over the political situation, and 
that his sympathy with Grantism had led 
him to determine upon the assassination. 
It may therefore be said with perfect 
tru th that but for the Albany episode the 
attem pt to murder 
President Garfield 
would not have been made. 
But it will 
not do to stop at this inference. 
Other 
causes, already hinted at, unquestionably 
influenced the mind of Guitteau, and dis­ 
posed it toward the adoption of the in­ 
famous plan which wa3 so nearly success­ 
ful. 
It is probably not too farfetched 
a suggestion that the assassination of 
President Lincoln may have had a marked 
effect upon this man. 
It is well known 
that all great crimes tend to reproduce 
their like. 
It must also be remembered 
that attempts to assassinate rulers have 
been very frequent within the past ten 
years, and th at the murder of the Em­ 
peror of liussia occurred but the other 
day. 
Add to the effect of these examples 
the pernicious influence of many American 


improvement, the chances of his recovery 
are very slight.

| be even praiseworthy. 
T'ne spread of Communism, the constant 
course of wounds can never be predicted ¡ Attacks upon prominent and wealthy rceD, 
w ith any certainty. 
Almost everything 1 thc scarcely-disguised intimations that all 
depends upon 
constitutional and other who have risen above the common herd 
peculiarities. 
Thus one man will bleed to 
death upon having a tooth drawn, while 
another has recovered after having had the 
shaft of a buggy driven through his 
thorax. 
There are such radical differences 
between the recuperative powers of men 
that nothing can be gathered from the ex­ 
perience 
of 
others in 
relation to a 
particular case. 
But the circumstances 
are unquestionably ominous. 
In the first 
place all gunshot wounds slough, and they 
do this throughout their course, because 
the vitality of the tissues is destroyed by 
tlie passage of the bullet. 
In the second 
place, the walls of the abdomen are pecu­ 
liarly liable to fatal inflammation. 
When 
inflammation sets up at any one point of 
the abdominal walls, it 
spreads with 
great rapidity, and w hen this condition, or 
peritonitis, as it is called, once sets in, there 
is little or no hope of recovery. 
Now the 
probability th at I’resident Garfield will 
escape interna! inflammation is exceedingly 
faint, while the probability that he will sur­ 
vive it if it ib set up, is very much fainter. 
It will be seen, therefore, that it would be 
very rash and premature to expect his 
recovery at this stage of the case. 
Many 
days must elapse before it can be possible 
for the attending physicians to say that 
he is out of danger, and if they should be 
enabled to make that gratifying announce­ 
ment, the President’s recovery will cer­ 
tainly deserve to be recorded in the books 
as one of the most remarkable in the an­ 
nals of medical practice. 


THE " RECORB-UN'ION ” EXTRAS. 


The news of the assa«sination of the Pres- 
dent once more showed how largely the 
people of central and northern California 
rely upon the R e c o r d -U n io n for their in­ 
telligence.

Two extra editions of the 
paper were issued, the th.rd edition at G 
r. m. on Saturday, and the fourth at G

graphic m atter published in the last edi­ 
tion exceeded that of any extra ever before 
printed on this coast, and few Eastern 
journals have surpassed it. 
The deep in­ 
terest taken by the people everywhere in 
the condition of the President was exhib­ 
ited conspicuously. 
We furnished large 
numbers of entra3 to parties residing many 
miles outside of the city, away from mail 
routes, besides sending thousands out on 
the various trains. 
These extras carried 
news nearly twenty-four hours later than 
was furnished by any paper published west 
of Omaha. 
No other paper containing the 
same late information yesterday reached 
any of the residents of the country be­ 
tween Sacramento and P.eno. The demand 
for the extra editions was so great that it 
was necessary to print freeh issues of them 
continually, but the requirements of the 
public were met promptly, and the im­ 
portant intelligence was spread broadcast 
eyer the Sjate f?9P¡ our presses. 


are fair targets for envious and malignant 
incapacity, the demagogue efforts to cre­ 
ate and foster clas3 animosities, and to 
make political weapons out of the inequal- 
ties of social position, have each and all 
tended to create false and dangerous ideas 
in feeble intelligences, and to that extent 
have become serious assaults upon the 
Wellbeing of society. I t cannot be doubted 
that these influences have helped to mold 
the purpose of the assassin Guitteau, and 
the reflection must convince the American 
people of the frightful dangers which are 
incurred by a too liberal interpretation of 
the privileges of freedom. 
It is a great 
shock to the national pride to find th at in 
this free country the President, chosen by 
the suffrages of his peers, and honored 
and respected by the whole country, is no 
more safe from the bullet of the assassin 
than is the autocratic Emperor of Russia, 
but it is by no means certain that the 
American people are free from blame in 
tolerating the licentiousness of publication 
and utterance which has of late been so 
conspicuous a characteristic of part of the 
press. 
It may indeed be said that it is impossi­ 
ble to g u a.l against the outbreaks of in­ 
sanity, and that the meanest wretch may 
at almost any time and under almost any 
circumstances, strike down our noblest and 
best in our midst. 
To a certain extent 
this is true. 
The freaks of maniacs are 
not governed by ordinary rules, and can­ 
not he forecast or prevented. 
But when it 
is seen that the particular form of insanity 
manifested by this assassin is plainly the 
product of sinister suggestions from with­ 
out, acting upon an unbalanced or diseased 
intellect, we are justified in maintaining 
that by a due regard to the decencies and 
the restraints of a real civilization we might 
render ourselves at least measurably secure 
against crimes like this. 
We believe, 
however, that this appalling deed will 
arouse the natioD, and that it will hence­ 
forth realize the necessity of holding no 
terms witii those foreign and destructive 
movements which gravitate unavoidably 
towards anarchy and outrage, and which 
inculcate doctrines the most vicious points 
of which appeal the most forcibly to minds 
such as G uitteau’s, and tem pt them on to 
mnrder. 


AFTER GARFIELD, WHAT? 


When the first shock of the news of Sat­ 
urday had passed, men's minds began to turn 
to the consequences of the death of President 
Garfield, and then was revealed in start­ 
ling distinctness the truth of the math- 
matical axiom that nothing is stronger than 
its weakest part. 
At Chicago, a year ago, 
when the third-term movement had been 
defeated, and General Garfield had received 
the Republican nomination for President, 
the fatal liking for compromise, which had 
so often but so uselessly exposed tho folly 
of preferring expediency to principle, over­ 
came the better judgment of the Republi­ 
can leaders. 
They thought it necessary to 


conciliate the faction they had overthrown, 
and they offered that faction the choice of 
Vice-President. 
Senator Conkling named 
Arthur. 
Tho nomination was recognized 
at the time as the most incongruous con­ 
ceivable. 
I t was flung as a firebrand into 
the camp of the victors, in fact. 
A rthur 
was a “ machine ” politician of decidedly 
small intellectual calibre, a henchman of 
Conkling, a manipulator of caucuses, and 
a packer of conventions. 
He represented 
the most objectionable elements in that 
Grant column which had just been over­ 
thrown. 
The Republican party protested 
against the arrangement, but it was too late. 
The one consolation offered was that the 
office of Vice-President possessed no sig­ 
nificance, and 
th at the administration 
would 
be 
Garfield. 
AVith 
this 
the 
party 
was 
fain 
to 
content 
itself, 
though 
it 
felt 
th at 
the 
managers at Chicago had made a conspic­ 
uous blunder in putting A rthur on the 
ticket. 
And now, when ail the evil fore­ 
bodings as to his course have been more 
than fulfilled by his disgraceful lobbying 
at Albany, the contingency which the pol­ 
iticians thought too remote to be worth 
a second thought, stares the country in the 
face. 
President Garfield lies, struck down 
by the hand of an assassin, on w hat may 
be his aeath-bed, and if he dies A rthur 
will be President of the U nited Slates. 
W hat that change means is unfortunately 
but too clear. 
I t means the utter aban­ 
donment of every pretense of reform, the 
ousting of every man friendly to Garfield’s 
programme, the reconstruction of the ad­ 
ministration upon the basis of Grantism, 
the reinstatem ent in office of men who a 
week ago were dreading the penitentiary ; 
and quite 
possibly 
the instalment of 
Conkling himself in the Cabinet, as Secre­ 
tary of State. 
These who imagine that 
the ex-Senator possesses too much delicacy 
to accept such a position under the circum­ 
stances, must have made very poor use of 
their opportunities of observing his public 
career. 
If there is any one fact fully es 
tablished by hia actions during the past 
three 
months, 
it 
is 
the 
fact 
that 
he possesses no sense of delicacy whatever, 
If A rthur becomes President, and offers 
him a seat in the Cabinet, he will take it, 
sooner or later. 
But whether he does so or 
not, it cannot be doubted th at he would 
virtually control any administration of 
which A rthur was the nominal head. 
AA’e 
do not regard these questions as merely 
speculative. 
It is not poesible to assume 
that A rthur’s character would change if he 
were President. 
AVe had far too much 
nonsensical talk of that kind about Grant, 
when he went into civil office, and the ex­ 
perience of his two terms ought to have 
convinced the country that men’s charac­ 
ters after forty are not susceptible of 
radical alterations. 
AA'e know w hat A r­ 
thur has been and is, and therefore we 
know what he will be. 
There is no room 
for hope in that direction. 
As President 
he would undoubtedly develop all the 
incapacities and all the vices which were 
so fully pointed out as belonging to him 
at the time of his nomination. 
He was 
the weakest part of the Republican ticket, 
and if Garfield dies the country will have 
nothing but that weakest part to fall back 
upon. 
The moral of this is obvious, but 
unfortunately it ¡3 cow incapable of being 
applied to any useful purpose. 


people under these circumstances becomes 
entirely appropriate. 
Let it be hoped that 
the news of the condition of the Chief 
Magistrate may give cause for congratula­ 
tion among our citizens at to-day’s meet­ 
ing, and warrant the display of the fire­ 
works at evening, as now contemplated. 


TH E Q U ESIIO N OF G UiTTEAU’S SANITY. 


It is said that Charles Guitteau, the 
a sassiu of the President, is insane. 
That 
is quite possible, but it does not follow, as 
Em ory Storrs says, that nothing can be done 
with him. 
On the contrary, it is possible 
to hang him, and we are prepared to main­ 
tain that this is the only sound and proper 
method of disposing of him. The question 
of responsibility in cases of cerebral dis­ 
ease has been argued exhaustively, and we 
have long since been convinced that all the 
reason lies on the side of the recogni­ 
tion of the responsibility, in the great ma­ 
jority of 
instances. 
(iaitteau however 
may be said to have been already adjudi­ 
cated upon by Society. 
There are certain 
madmen concerning whose insanity we en­ 
tertain 
no doubt. 
They 
arc 
violent, 
or imbecile, or incapable of methodic 
pursuits, and we put them under restraint. 
There arc certain other madmen whose in­ 
sanity is shown only in eccentric ways, 
and these we allow their liberty. 
It some­ 
times happens th at these free madmen 
commit crimes, 
in such cases, as Society 
has recognized their responsibility by al­ 
lowing them to go about freely, it must 
continuo to recognize their responsibility 
by punishing ti.em. 
There are scores of 
thousands of men and women in the world 
who are quite as mad as Guitteau, and who 
are not less responsible. 
He has earned 
his own living. He has shown a predilection 
for lawless ways which is far more indi­ 
cative of a criminal than of an insane 
diathesis. 
Of course it may be urged that 
there is more or less 
insanity in all 
crime, and 
this 
is probably 
true. 
But 
it 
is 
not more 
true 
than 
that 
there is 
more 
or 
le3s 
mad­ 
ness in all genius, and when wo have 
got to these two conclusions we have 
manifestly gone beyond practical argu­ 
ment. 
Guitteau was capable of elaborat­ 
ing a plot, and the motive he alleged for 
his crime, though wholly inadequate, was 
certainly not an insane motive. 
The pur­ 
pose he aimed at was a purpose which 
the success of his crime would have ac­ 
complished, in fact, and this is wholly 
inconsistent with the theory of irrespon­ 
sible mania. 
Iu short ave hold that a man 
who was sane enough to reasou that if 
he killed President Garfield he would make 
A rthur I’resident, and who fortified this 
argument by the assumption that it would 
serve his purpose to remove Garfield, who 
had refused to give him an office, is quite 
saDe enough to hang, and ought to be 
hanged if tho President dies. 
In such a 
case the plea of insanity should not be 
admitted. 
It is not enough to put such a 
man in an asylum for life. 
To do so is 
distinctly to encoarage other semi-lnnatics 
who only need such encouragement to go 
out and achieve notoriety by killing some 
other prominent man. 
Guitteau is in all 
essentials thoroughly accountable, in our 
opinion, and it would be a disastrous error 
to let him escape the just penalty of his 
atrocious crime on any pretense of the in­ 
firmity of his intellect.

The /tta ck on the President—Eow the 
Kews Was Received. 


The scenes about the city cn the announce­ 
ment of the news of the attem pted assassina­ 
tion Saturday were of the most exciting 
character. 
Im m ediately the patriotic spirit 
was manifest in the most emphatic manner. 
A t ail business street corners crowds of men 
gathered discussing the terrible news. 
All 
sorts of rumors prevailed, but very soor. the 
tide turned toward the B xcobd-U s io k bul­ 
letin boards, where very shortly an immense 
crovd assembled, and discussed each bul­ 
letin as it was posted. 
E arly in the excite­ 
m ent news came that the President wa3 dead. 
I t was first known in the upper part of the 
city by the flag on the Capitol being dis­ 
played 
a t 
half mast. 
This 
sent hun­ 
dreds to the 
business 
section 
to 
ss- 
certain 
the details and thus the crowds 
down town were 
greatly augmented. 
A 
general feeling of relief was made manifest 
on the announcement th a t not only was the 
President not dead, but th at skilled surgeons 
declared his wounds not necessarily fatal. 
One of the first things discussed by the pccp’e 
after the first shock of excitement had passed 
was what, in ciso of the death of the Presi­ 
dent, should be done with regard to the cele­ 
bration of the Fourlh of .Tuiy. ^ Almost the 
unanimous verdict was that in that^ event 
the celebration should be turned into a 
funeral ceremonial, and the procession he 
moved through our streets covered with the 
sable emblems of mourning. 
On the other 
hand, should the President be finally de­ 
clared out of danger, th at the celebration 
should become one of rejoicing and thankful­ 
ness, and th at the procession should be made 
vastly larger by all citizens turning out in it, 
and 
showing 
thereby 
th at 
the 
love 
of 
country 
and 
devotion to the lie- 
public 
is 
as 
deep 
and 
profound 
and unselfish as ever. 
No event since the 
assassination of President Lincoln has cast 
such a gloom over this city, or called forth 
such wai in and earnest expressions of love 
for the Union and the perpetuity of Ameri­ 
can institutions; in fact, no man could be 
heard giving expression who did not declare 
with th a t deep earnestness which means so 
much to the lover of country, that should it 
develop th at the attem pted assassination was 
the result of socialistic or communistic teach­ 
ings and acta, then a quick retribution should 
follow 
which 
would 
purify 
the 
land 
of eveiy enemy. 
I t should here be stated 
th at early on the receipt of the news a rn n v r 
prevailed generally th at the attem pted as­ 
sassination was the result of a general ami 
simultaneous movement on the part of So­ 
cialists, Communists, 
Nihilists 
and that 
sort of people, to assassinate all the rulers of 
leading nations in the world. In consequence 
the European news was looked for w ith fe­ 
verish interest, and it was significant that 
nearly all citizens looked upon the probability 
of such an event as not a t ail unlikely, and 
entirely in keeping with the late insane acts 
and utterances of the classes referred to. 
There was a general and signi ficant expression 
from men of all parties—"W ell, let us hope 
this is nothing political.” 
In answer to the 
demand for news the 1. r CO!.] >• I NI ON i-.sued 
a second edition at 2 P. M , aud a third edi­ 
tion a t 0 o’clock r. M. 
The second edition 
of the R ecord-U n io s was most anxiou.-ly 
awaited. 
Large numbers were not content 
with reading the many bulletins posted at the 
offi ce, but stopped the telegraphic messengers, 
waylaid attaches for a single word of news, 
and thought to obtain even a word additional 
by applying at the doors of the news depart­ 
m ent. 
Oa the announcement th at the second 
edition was about to appear there was a 
quick and large demand made for copies. The 
name eagerness for news was m anifest when 
the third editi >n appeared, and great satis­ 
faction was expressed over the announcement 
th at an extra paper would bs issued irom this 
offi ie Sunday mor. tag. 
_ 
From all over the State, and especially 
from ceutral and northern 
sections, dis­ 
patches came to the Uecord-U nion from 
uewspaofrs and from prominent citizen?, ask­ 
ing this"' tfice for the latest and most reliable 
news. 
In every case the people were accom- 
m >dated by immediate and full responses. 
D arin g th e afternoon of S atu rd ay the ex­ 
citem en t increased, and the sorrow and in­ 
dignation ( f th e people w ere intensified. 
T he gloom of the m orning w as deepened 
w hen it wae auuounced th a t Surgeon-U eneral 
B arnes had said th ere w as b u t a fain t hope 
cf th e P resident living, and th a t his death 
m ig h t be m o m en t.rily looked for. 
A t the 
race tra c k d isp a’, aes from the R ecord-U nion 
offica were rt c ti.\d by the reporters of this 
jo u rn al ts to the P resident’s condition, and 
were announced to the people, a g reat eager­ 
ness being constantly m anifested to avail of 
th is m e a ts of learning the very latest news 
concerning the terrible tragedy of the day. 
U p to a late hour S atu rd ay citizm s c ntin- 
ued to apply a t th is office for the latest bul­ 
letins as to the condition of th e P resident, 
an d dispatches from m any in terio r points 
w ere received up to a late h -ur asking f r spe­ 
cial m essages of inform ation, and all such 
w ere replied to a t once. 


L and L eague M e e tin g .—The Sacramento 
L and League held its regular meeting yester­ 
day afternoon a t Pioneer Hall. 
Thera was a 
good at'endacce and the following resolutions 
were adopted in relation to the attempted 
assassination of the President:

League, desire on behalf of our organization 
to express our indignation at this abhorrent 
deed, which not only affects the person and 
family of our illustrious President, but 
strikes at the very vitals of our Republic by 
rendering insecure the life of its moot honored 
public servant. Resolved, th at the sym pathy 
of our organization is hereby tendered to our 
w orthy and h >nore l President, J . A. G ar­ 
field, and his family in this hour of their 
deep affliction.” The meeting was large and 
enthusiastic. 
Several local speakers enter­ 
tained the meeting. 
The League voted 
unanimously to tend §200 to the Irish Na­ 
tional Land League, through the New York 
Irish Wmld.

At th e Court house Yesterday Aftemoou 
The A ction T aken. 


The adjourned meeting cf citizens from 
th at held on Saturday evening took place at 
the Court house ye:te:day afternoon, a t 4 
o’clock. 
M ayor Brown presided, and O. P. 
Dodge was Secretary. 
The M ayor stated 
th at the meeting hud adjourned the evening 
previous, to this hour, to determine in the 
light of later information from W ashington 
w hat action thould be taken in relation to 
the F o u rth of July parade and exercises, and 
subm itted the subject to the meeting for its 
actior. 
Mr. Dale said th at in order to hi mg the 
m atter before the meeting for consider&tioa, 
he would move th at the procession and exer­ 
cises take place as originally contemplated. 
The motion was seconded by a large num­ 
ber of voices. 
Short speeches full of expressions of grati­ 
tude for the favorable reports of the Presi­ 
dent’s condition, and expressive of prayerful 
hope for his recovery, were made by a large 
number present, which m et with warm and 
unanimous responso and applause by the au­ 
dience. 
A large number were called upon and gave 
their views in relation to proceeding with the 
celebration. 
The general expression was that 
the patriotic object of the ^ celebration, the 
event commemorated and principles indorsed 
and made fresh by these Independence anni­ 
versaries, were such as to commend them ­ 
selves to every patriotic citizen, and which, 
notwithstanding the gloom cast ¡O' the at­ 
tem pted assassination of tlio President, were 
aopiopriate, and should his condition con­ 
tinue favorable they were in favor of pro­ 
ceeding w ith the regular exercises of the cel­ 
ebration. 
Amone those in favor cf this 
course were Messrs. W . A. Henry, 1». V . 
W elly, Grove L. Johnson, A. L. lla r., >Y. 
B. C. Brown, John Miller, C. H . Cummings 
and G. W. Ficks. 
Seme of the speakers, 
among whom were Messrs. J . McNasser, J . 
F . Sheehan, W. F . Knox, M. T. Brewer and 
T. B. M cFarland, thought it more appropri­ 
ate, in view of the Presidents condition, not 
to celebrate this year, or a t least to postpone 
the celebration for the present. 
Finallv the motion was subm itted to a 
vote, which wa3 nearly evenly divided. 
The 
question was then raised whether the Fan- 
tas tic programme was included in the motion, 
and the Chair stated tiiat it was n o t; th at 
their organization was entirely separate, and 
its arrangem ents would be concluded by 
th mselves. 
A nother vote was then taken upon the mo­ 
tion to proceed with the celebration as origi­ 
nally intended, and it was carried by proba­ 
bly a inaj rity of five to one. 
The Chair requested Chief Sullivan, who 
was present, to give the agreed signal at 5 
o’clock i*. M , indicating th at the celebration 
would t ike place, by having the water-works 
whistle blown. 
Grove I.. Johnson stated th at whatever 
should be the result of the President’s criti­ 
cal condition, the people of Sacramento 
should express themselves in relition to the 
attack upon the life of the President, and 
th at this action should be taken without re­ 
gard to hi3 survival or otherwise. 
In con­ 
clusion he moved that a committee of five be 
appointed by the Chair to draft suitable reso­ 
lutions expressive of the feelings cf the peo­ 
ple upon this m atter, and that the resolutions 
be submitted to the action of some future 
meeting. 
Judge H enry indorsed the proposition, but 
dscired to have the resolutions reported to 
the meeting then in session before its ad­ 
journment. 
H e moved th at as an amend­ 
ment. 
J. F. Sheehan thought suitable resolutions 
could not be prepared so hastily, aud moved 
as an amendment to the amendment th at the 
committee draft such resolutions and publish 
them in the R ecord-U nion this morning as 
the expression of the meeting. 
G. 
\V. Ficks moved as a substitute for all 
the motion», th at the committee prepare the 
re solutions and present them a t the exercises 
to he held at the Pavilion to-day for action of 
the mass meeting to be then assembled. 
The substitute, after rem arks by various 
parties, was adopted, and Grove L. Johnson, 
I). W. W elty, .1. F. Sheehan, A. L. H art 
and T. B. M cFarland were appointed the 
committee. 
Upon motion made and p ut be­ 
fore the meeting, the Chairman, M ayor 
Brown ar.d G. \V. Fick were added to the 
committee. 
The meeting then adjourned.

W ashington, July 2J—9:30 a. si.—Presi­ 
dent Garfield was shot this morning at the 
Baltimore and Potomac depot. 
W ashington, July 2 1—10 a. m.—Presi­ 
dent Garfield is now lying in a private 
room in the officers’quarters of the Baltimore 
and Potomac depot. 
Dr. Bliss, Surgeon- 
General Barnes and Dr. Purvis (colored) are 
in attendance. 
The shooting was done by a slender rúan, 
a feet 7 inches in bight. 
He refused to give 
his name, but it is sai l by persons who pro­ 
fess to know him that his name is Doty. The 
prisoner was arrested immediately after the 
firing by officers in the depot. 
He «vas first 
taken to the police headquarters, and subse­ 
quently removed to the District Jail. 
The shooting occurred in the ladies’ room 
of the depot, immediately after the President 
had entered, walking arm-in-arm with Secre­ 
tary Blaine, on their way to the Limited Ex­ 
press train, which was about ready to leave. 
Secretary Blaine, on hearing the pistol 
shots, two in number, rushed in the direction 
from which they came, with a view of arrest­ 
ing the would-be assassin. 
Before reaching 
the man, however, the Secretary returned to 
the President, and found him prostrated. 
Both shots took effect, the first in the right 
arm, and the second just above the right hip, 
and near the kidneys. 
The physicians have probed for the ball 
unsuccessfully. 
W ashington, July 21—10:20 a. m.—The 
President is now being conveyed to the Exec­ 
utive Mansion under a strong escort of Met­ 
ropolitan police. 
W ashington, July 2d.—Dr. Townsend, 
Health Officer of the District, in conversa­ 
tion this afternooD, said: 
“ I found the 
President when I arrived at the Baltimore 
and Potomac depot, about five minutes after 
the shooting occurred, in a vomiting and 
fainting condition, 
I had his head lowered, 
which had been elevated by an attendant, 
and administered aromatic spirits of ammonia 
and brandy to revive him. 
This had the de­ 
sired effect, and the President, regaining 
consciousness, was asked where he felt the 
moat pain. 
He replied, 
‘ In my right leg 
and foot.' 
He then examined the wound, 
introducing his fingers, which csnsed a slight 
hemorrhage. 
I then decided to have him 
moved up stairs from the crowd. 
After get­ 
ting him there, Drs. Smith 3nd Purvis ar­ 
rived, and upon consultation with them it 
was decided to remove him to the White 
House. 
Dr. Smith and myself accompanied 
the President in the ambulance to the W hite 
House, where another examination wa3 made 
and stimulants again administered. 
An in­ 
effectual attempt was made to trace the 
course of the wound, and the President suf­ 
fered much pain. 
A hyperdermic injection 
of morphine was then administered."’ Dr. 
Townsend left the President shortly after­ 
wards, somewhat revived.

C hicago, July 2d.—When Murat Halsted 
had finished talking to the reporter to-day, 
Le turned to a friend standing near by and 
walked away with him. 
His sorrow was ex­ 
treme, for although bis physique is magnifi­ 
cent he trembled violently and supported 
himself on the arm of his friend. 
B lain e* » T e le g ra m lo A r th u r . 
W ashington, July 2d.—A t the same time 
that Secretary Plains telegraphed to Min­ 
ister I ay well be filed a verbatim copy to Vice­ 
President Arthur, with the exception that he 
closed by saying, “ I will keep you advised of 
bis c inditiou.” 
This telegram was duly for­ 
warded, but owing to a misunderstanding 
at the telegraph office it was not given out for 
publication with the other. 
Arthur anil Conk!!nz. 
N ew Y ork, July 2d.—Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, said he had conversed with Vice­ 
President Aithur and Conklicg on the sub­ 
ject of the shooting of the President, and was 
sure neither of them knew anything about the 
jr.an who had been arrested for the crime. In 
fact, they said they had not heard before of 
either of the names sent by telegraph as that 
of the a-sassin. 
7 ney both expressed great 
sorrow that such a crime could have been per­ 
petrated in this country.

N ew Y ork, July 2d.—Edward E. Thorne, 
Past Grand Master of Masons for the State 
of New York, was greatly depressed over the 
newB. 
He expressed the deepest sympathy 
for the President’s family, and thinks that 
even if the wounds should not prove fatal the 
shock to Mrs. Garfield in her present feeble 
condition will he very injurious.

plores the shooting, as being one of the great­ 
est evils that could happen to the country. 
The Feeling In llic New Vork Assembly. 
A lbany, July 2d.—A dispatch from Wash­ 
ington announcing that Dr. Bliss reports that 
the President’s wound is not mortal, was read 
by the Deputy Clerk of the Assembly, and 
received 
with 
great 
applause. 
Speaker 
Sharpe then read a lengthy press dispatch, 
giving the details of the assassination. 
A lbany, July 2d.—A dispatch was read in 
the Assembly at 12 o’clock, saying that the 
President was conscious, but the result was 
doubtful. 
It caused great sadness. 
In the Assembly, after the reading of the 
journal, Murphy moved that the House take 
a rece.-s till five minutes to 12. 
He said he

The Assassin ns :< Politician. 
N ew Y olk, July 21.—Thurlow Weed, of 
the Albany Erening Journal, says that Guit- 
teau, the man who shot President Garfield, 
called upon him last October, and asked for a 
chance to speak on the stump for the Repub­ 
lican national ticket. 
Guitteau said he had 
been employed by the Republican State Com­ 
mittee to do work at their rcoms in New 
York ; that he was on his way there. Baines 
questioned him cl sely at the time, and not 
liking his looks, told E. W. Johnson, Secre­ 
tary of the State Committee, that he believed 
Guitteau to be a fraud. 
Johnson made a 
memorandum, and said he would look into 
the case. Birnes was Chairman of the County 
Committee. 
Guitteau said he came frorn 
Chicago. 
«. ;i 111 can nt M ilwaukee. 
M ilw aukee, July 2d.—Guitteau was known 
here, where he practiced law, and his sign 
read “ Charles J. Guitteau.” He said he 
practiced ten years in New York and Chi­ 
cago. 
He was considered very vicious or in­ 
sane. 
A gentleman who knew Guitteau, says: 
“ During the winter of 1878 79 he had a 
desk in my office in this city, and attempted 
to 
practice 
law 
here. 
lie 
had 
but 
little 
business, 
and seemed very poor. 
Though it was winter, he went about with 
only a thin summer coat on. 
He was 
not a foreigner, as reported, but I think 
was of French descent. 
I used to regaid him 
a little insane in that respect. 
He had some 
theory in regard to the esoteric meaning of 
the Bible, and claimed that it was not gener­ 
ally understood aright. 
Sometimes he would 
sit the whole day in his effi -e and read the 
Bible. 
When I entered the office I some­ 
times found him on Lis knees in prayer. 
He 
also published some pamphlets on religious 
subjects, which were kept fur sale at the book 
stores. 
He was a great deal at the rooms of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, and 
took part in the weekly prayer meetings 
there. 
I regarded him as a harmless fellow, 
but very eccentric. 
He had some business, 
as after he left the city parties used to call 
for him occasionally in regard to matters they 
had intrusted to him. 
Among those who knew Guitteau is 
■Judge Mallory, in whose Court he had prac­ 
ticed for some lime. 
'Hie Judge stated that 
he was a tall, swarthy, ill-natured looking 
fellow, who was certainly not entirely sane. 
In the Municipal Court it was stated that 
he was known as the defender of vile women, 
and never was known to have had a respect­ 
able client. 
He was in every sense a petti­ 
fogger, 
The reporter was shown his attor­ 
ney's card, and the following is a reproduc­ 
tion of it: “ Charles .T. Guitteau, Lawyer, 
No. 375 Broadway, Milwaukee, Wis. 
Suc­ 
cessful attention given to every kind of law 
business. 
Ten years’ practice in New Yoik 
and Chicago.” 
Another person who knew him while here 
was Adolph Ilerdenen, a practicing attorney. 
He describes him as a dark and swarthy-look­ 
ing individual, who was evidently touched 
with hypochondria, and » as full of all man­ 
ner of visions. 
C ald eau ’* Itrvldrnrr In VIa-hlnglon. 


W a s h in g to n , July 21.—Charles Guitteau 
came here in February, with a recommenda- 


i tion from various parties in Illinois, to secure 
i the United States Consulship to Marseilles, 
France, 
líe went iu March to the well­ 
! known boarding-house of Mrs. Lockwood 
(formerly Mrs. Hines), on Twelfth street, 
I and tried to secure board. 
Mrs. Lockwood 
I did not like his appearance, and gave him an 
i cut of the way room in the house, in hopes of 
| getting rid of him. 
He pretended to know 
General I/'gan and others then boarding 
there. 
Mrs. Lockwood states that he acted 
strangely at times, and abont the middle of 
the month, when she presented his bill, he 
could not pay it. 
He afterward left the 
house and sent Mrs. Lockwood anote, saying 
he was expecting a $<»,0G0 position, and would 
soon pay his bill. Mrs. Lockwood showed this 
note to General Logan, who Baid the man was 
crazy. 
Three weeks ago he met Mrs. Rick- 
ford, of Mrs. Lockwood’s boarding-house, on 
Twelfth street, and requested her not to say 
anything abont the bill he owed, as it would 
hurt him in his efforts to secure a position. 
Mis. Lockwood says Guitteau was ajgreat 
bother to General Logan, ao persistent was 
he in his efforts to secure that gentleman’s 
efforts in his behalf. 
Since leaving Mrs. 
Lockwood’s house he has been stopping at 
I various places, never any great length of 
time, for the reason that he appeared to have 
no funds. 
He told one of the boarders at 
Mrs. Lockwood's that he expected to be ap- 
j (minted Minister to France, but did not de­ 
sire it known. 
Up to day before yesterday, 
when he registered at the Biggs House, 
Guitteau has been stopping for ths last three 
weeks, with no baggage but a pa¡¡er box, at 
920 Fourteenth street. 


Theory o f llie Prim e. 


W ash in g ton, July 2d. —There is a theory 
which has many adherents, that the attempt­ 
ed assassination was not the work of a lun­ 
atic, but the result of a plot much deeper 
and darker than has been suspected. 
It is 
stated, in support of this 
theory, that 
Guitteau arrived beforehand with a hack­ 
man, to be in readiness to drive him swiftly 
in the direction of the Congressional Ceme­ 
tery, as he made his ap(>earance on returning 
from the depot. In the meantime he placed a 
bundle of papers in the hands of a boy, with 
a view, it is maintained, to creating a belief 
in his insanity in the event of his capture. 
Guitteau said on his way to jail that the 
President’s assassination was premeditated, 
and he went to T/ong Branch for the purpose 
cf shooting biin thtre, and was deterred by 


the enfeebled and Baddened condition of Mrs. 
Garfield, which ajpealed so strongly to him. 


H u n gry for P o sitio n . 
W a s h in g to n , July 2d.—The assassin owes 
850 for board, and hypothecated with his 
landlady an expectation of a foreign appoint­ 
ment. 
He applied for the place of United 
States Minister to Austria, then the Consul- 
Generalship to France, but had no indorse­ 
ments whatever, filing only a copy of one oi 
his speeches during the Presidential cam­ 
paign last year. 
He claimed that he was 
with Grant and Conkling in their canvassing 
tour last fall. 
He says he is from Free­ 
port, Illinois, aged 30, and Director of the 
Mint Burchard knows his family. 
He evi­ 
dently planned the assassination, but without 
providing for his escape. 
He believed he 
could convince Sherman that he did right. 
He was hurried to jail so fast there was no 
time for lynching, 


lira iiiilc IlcscrlpUon or the Scene at U»e 
Depot. 
W ashington, July 2d.—Before the Presi­ 
dent was removed from the depot this morn­ 
ing no one was permitted to enter the build­ 
ing 
except 
those 
whose 
presence 
wa- 
absolutely required. 
By some unaccountable 
means news was conveyed to the multitude 
in the streets to the effect that although the 
President was not dead, he was mortally 
wounded. 
Then a gloom seemed to settle 
down upon the city like a great pall, and the 
vast concourse of people waited patiently out­ 
side the depot for news from within. 
They 
reminded one strongly of friends and rela­ 
tives of a dying man waiting in an ante-room 
to the chamber of death. 
The suspense was 
dreadful. 
Business men and ladies, with 
faces pale with excitement and eyes blood­ 
shot and straining, stared fixedly at the 
door of the depot, and strove painfully to 
learn or divine something about the wounded 
man within. At last the door opened and some 
of the doctors came out. 
The throng pressed 
around them and begged for Information. 
The medical men said, “ He is not dead. He 
is not in any immediate danger, and in fact 
there are hopes cf his recovery.” 
The pur­ 
port of these words was conveyed to all the 
people present, and was transmitted from lip 
to lip and from lip to wire, all over the 
country. 
The city drew a long breath, and 
the excitement, which hai been at white heat 
thus far, cooled off. 
Then there was astir on 
the outer edge of the crowd, and the people 
were moved off right and left and every way. 
It was to make roam fc-r an ambulance, which 
had been summoEed to transport the suffer­ 
ing President to the White House. 
Ten­ 
derly was he borne from the building to the 
vehicle, and carefully aud gently was he laid 
on the mattress therein. 
Then the vehicle 
droveJ"ff slowly to the White House, followed 
at a respectful 
distance 
by the crowd. 
When he leached it he was borne inside, and 
wa3 followed by the Surgeon-Geaeral, Dr. 
Bliss, who had attended him from the first, 
and other physicians. 
The friends of the 
wounded chief sorrowfully gathered about 
him, and the doors were closed about him 
and his future, and the thousands who stood 
in the highways and byways of the city 
awaited the end. 


Slafc.-ncnl o f An F y e-M ilne**. 
W ashington, July 21.—Bauson, ex-Chief 
of the Secret Service, who happened to be 
standing near, heard a shot, rushed at the 
assassin, and just as he was about to raise the 
(fisto!, with three chambers still loaded, to 
shoot Secretary Blaine, it is thought, throt­ 
tled him and threw him to the ground. 
The 
pistol found in the assassin’s hand is a mur- 
derous-lookiog weapon. 
It was a five-cham­ 
bered, heavy navy revolver of 44 calibre. 
It 
makes a hole as large as a musket ball. 
The 
balL remaining ia it were designed for self­ 
defense, or, as some think, for Blaine. Those 
who stood near say that Guitteau made a 
movement when stricken down as if to shoot 
Blaine. 
The latter was very calm and col­ 
lected, but intensely pale. 
Doctors were 
summoned by 
telephone 
and 
telegraph, 
aud 
Dr. 
Bliss 
speedily 
appeared 
upon the scene. 
There soon followed him 
several of the most prominent physicians in 
the city. 
Dr. Bliss at first said, “ It is a safe 
wound.” After he had watched the Presi­ 
dent for a few moments he said with great 
thoughtfulness, “ It is not necessarily a mor­ 
tal wound.” After that Colonel Robert In- 
gersoll was admitted to the room. 
The Pres 
¡dent stretched out his hand, ar.d in a voice 
not strong said, “ I am glad you have o m e .” 
Colonel Ingersoil said, “ Are you iu pain ?” 
The President answered, “ I feel a prickling 
sensation in my feet.” 
One of the physicians 
said that prickling sensation was not a good 
symptom. 
s t i l l another account. 
A gentleman, who was an eye-witness of 
the attempted assassination, gives the fol­ 
lowing statement of the occurrence : I was 
coming down Pennsylvania avenue, when I 
saw a carriage coming up the avenue, the 
horses running so fast I thought they were 
running away. 
As the carriage arrived iu 
front of me a man put out his head from the 
window and said, “ Faster! faster I” After 
hearing this remark I thought there was 
something wrong, and ran after the carriage. 
When it reached the depot a man jumped 
out and entered the ladies’ room. 
He had 
not been there more than three minutes when 
President Garfield arrived, stepi>ed out of his 
carriage and entered the ladies’ room. 
The 
President, after passing through the door, 
was just turning the corner of a seat, when 
the a-uansin, who was standing at the left of 
the door, fired, and the ball struck the Presi­ 
dent in the back, and he fell forward. 
I ran 
into the depot, and just then the man fired 
agein, while the Preeident was falling. 
The 
moment the President fell a policeman who 
had been standing at the depot door keeping 
the way clrar for the President and his party 
grabbed the assassin by the neck, and as he 
pulled him out of the depot another police­ 
man came to his assistance. 
Just after firing 
the shot the assassin exclaimed, “ I have 
killed Garfield. 
Arthur will be President. 
I am a stalwart.” 
While the Preeident was 
lying on the fi tor in the ladies’ room he was 
surrounded by Secretary Windom, Postmas­ 
ter-General James and Blaine. 
Mrs. Hunt, 
Miss Windom 
and 
Mrs. 
James 
were 
also standing near the President. 
In three 
or five minutes after the shooting Dr. Bliss 
arrived. 
The President was then put on a 
bed and carried up Btairs, where an examina 
tion was made by the doctors. General Sher­ 
man then came and called an ambulance to 
convey the President to the W hite House. 
The s(>ectator thus describes the removal of 
the President to the W hite H ouse: The 
President lay in the ambulance, propped up 
with pillows, and with his right arm thrown 
over his head. 
His face was ashy white, but 
bore a calm, placid look. 
He seemed per­ 
fectly conscious, and opened his eyes fre­ 
quently to view the surroundings. 
While he 
was being carried up stairs he smiled sadly 
and waved his hand in recognition of friends 
who were gathered about him. 
His suffer­ 
ings must have been intense, but he gave no 
sign of it and was as gentle and submissive 
as a child. 


G raphic A ccount o f th e S h ooting. 
W ashington, July 2d.—The President had 
alighted from his carriage, and was passing 
through the ladies’ room to the cars. 
When 
he was about fire feet inside of the room the 
assassin, who was within three feet, tired one 
shot. The President was surprised, and made 
no attempt at self-defense. 
Blaine 
had 
turned toward the door, when the assassin 
fired a second shot. In ten seconds the Presi­ 
dent fell, and Mrs. White, who attended the 
ladies’ 
waiting 
room, 
rushed 
to 
the 
President and 
raised his head. 
Blaine 
also rushed 
to 
ths 
assistance cf the 
President. 
The 
assassin 
rushed 
out 
towards 
B 
street, 
but 
Captain 
Parke, ticket agent, jumped through a win­ 
dow and caught the assassin, who made no 
resistance. 
Officer Carney, depot policeman, 
rushed up and took hold of the assassin, and 
officer Scott also took hold of him. 
Parke 
let the officers Lave him and turned hit at­ 


tention to t je President. 
Help immediately 
came, and the President was taken upstairs. 
He said not a w ord until he was laid down, 
when he asked that his shoes be taken off, 
saying that he 
felt paih in his feet. 
As soon as 
his 
shoes 
were 
removed 
he said to Secretary Windom, “ Go right now 
and eend a telegram to Mrs. Garfield, saying 
I feel considerably better, and if she feels 
well enough, tell her to come to Washington 
immediately.” This dispatch was sent, and 
a special was at once sent to Long Branch 
for Mrs. Garfield. 
Secretary Blaine was 
not 
going with 
the 
party, 
but went 
down 
to 
bid 
the 
President 
good-by. 
He said, “ The President and I were walk­ 
ing arm ia arm toward the train. 
I heard 
two shots, and saw a man run. 
I started 
after him, hut seeing he was grappled just as 
he got out of the room, I came to the Presi­ 
dent aud found him lying on the floor. 
The 
floor was covered with the President’s blood. 
A number of people gathered around shortly 
afterward, and have some of that blood on 
their persons. 
I think I know the man. 
I 
think his name is Guitteau. The weapon used 
was a revolver about Eeven inches long ; it 
had an ivory handle; the caliber is very 
large ; it is what is known as the * California 
pistol,’ and made a loud report.” Parke says 
both shots were fired while the assassin was 
behind the President. 
When officers Scott 
and Carney got hold of the assassin, and were 
taking him to the police headquarters, he said 
voluntarily to them, “ I did it and will go to 
jail for it. 
I ani a stalwart and Arthur will 
be President.” 
He had a letter in his hand 
which he wanted the officers to take to Gen­ 
eral Sherman, saying it would be all right. 
The prisoner made no resistance, saying that 
he had contemplated killing the President, 
and it was for the good of the country. About 
9 o’clock the assassin went to a hack stand 
adjoining the station and engaged a hack 
from Barter, a colored hackmaD. 
He said 
he wanted to go to Gienwood cemetery in a 
short time, and wanted the hackman to 
drive very fast when he should get in the 
hack, 
lie agreed to pay 82 for the hack on 
condition that the hackman would drive last. 
When stopped the assassin was going to the 
hack he had engaged, and he insisted it was 
important for him to go and deliver a message 
to General Sherman. 
When the officers re­ 
fused to let him go he begged them to take a 
letter he had to General Sherman. 
Follow­ 
ing is a copy’ of the letter the assassin 
wanted delivered to General Sherman:

Dr. Townsend, health iffiaer, was the first 
to reach the President. 
The President was 
shot from the right as he left the ladies’ re­ 
ception room of the depot with Secretary 
Blaine, 
The ball entered above the third 
rib, but whether it has taken its course 
toward the spine has not vet been ascer­ 
tained. 
The wound waB probed by Dr. Bliss, 
who reports that in inserting the probe the 
course of the ball did not extend toward the 
spine. 
Still it is not certain it did not 
It was the unanimous opinion of the physi­ 
cians that tne need of the President was not 
the probing of the wound, but rest. 
The ex­ 
tent and danger of the wound is not yet 
known, aud more can he told when the urine 
passes, as the kidneys are injured. 
The papers referred to in Guitteau’s letter 
to Sherman have not yet been given out for 
publication. 
Byron Andrews, who is the 
W ashington correspondent cf the Chicago 
Inter-Orta ¡i, says that while it is true that a 
package of papers are in the hands of the 
police, accompanied by a note addressed to 
him (Andrews), he has no personal acquaint­ 
ance with Guitteau, and never heard of his 
existence until this morniug. 
The following letter was found on the 
streets shortly after Guitteau’s arrest, with 
the envelope unsealed, addressed, “ Please 
deliver at ouee to General Sherman, or his 
first assistant in charge of the War Depart­ 
ment : ’ 
General Sherman :—I hnve just shot the 
President. 
I shot him several times, as I 
wished him to go as easily a3 possible. 
His 
death was a political necessity.

Is He Insane “ 
W a shington, July 2J.—Those by whom 
Guitteau has been interviewed since the 
shsoting say he shows no symptoms of insan­ 
ity, and it is understood that the letter, which 
has already been telegraphed, addressed to 
“ The W hite House ” is the only document 
in.the collection which supports the theory of 
insanity. 
It ¡3 suspectel that Guitteau his 
an accomplice, whose description is in the 
hands of the police. 
Sharp P ra c tic e o f G u itteau . 
New Y ork, July 2d.—A lawyer in this 
city, who has had some indirect legal dealings 
with the Chicago lawyer, Chas. Guitteau, 
says that some four years ago he was prac­ 
ticing in this city, and was in the habit of 
taking claims to collect on shares, namely to 
receive for his service half the proceeds. 
Guitteau used to make sufficient collections 
to secure his half, but his client never ob­ 
tained anything. 
The Herald exposed the 
whole proceeding, and the result was that 
Guitteau found New York too hot to hold 
him, and he went West, finally settling 
down in Chicago. 
From this point he 
wrote to James Gordon Bennett, demanding 
§100,000 for libel, but failed to get the 
money. 
He, however, wrote again to Ben­ 
nett, intimating that if he would eDgage in a 
certain newspaper enterprise in Chicago with 
him (Guitteau) the claim for 8100,000 could 
be wiped out. 
While in this city he took 
charge of a case for a lady íd Fourteenth 
street, and securedja judgment for §900. The 
judgment was attached on the ground of 
fraud, and although fraud could not be proven, 
the Court set aside the judgment. 
It is un­ 
derstood that many of his legal practices 
were baaed on the same order of professional 
proceedings.

The Commercial says : This crime threatens 
the existence of the nation, reduces the most 
free, intelligent, enlightened Republic of the 
world to a level with a South American Con­ 
federation or Russian autocracy. 
It is a 
senseless, savage, cold-blooded assassination 
of a ’ nation through the heart of its most 
honored citizeu. 
Whoever the perpetrator 
may be, high or low, rich or poor, powerful 
or despised, the nation will extort from them 
mercilessly a terrible retribution. 
The Post's editorial says: 
The exclama­ 
tions which the assailant of President Gar­ 
field is reported to have made immediately 
after the deed, and which seemed to indicate 
political motives on his part, may well be 
taken for symptoms of insanity. 
It is hardly 
necessary to add that this event has given a 
shock to the minds and hearts of the Ameri­ 
can people only less grievous than that 
caused by the assassination of President L in­ 
coln, not only by reason of President Gar­ 
field’s personal popularity, but because every 
good citizen deems such occurrences to be a 
national misfortune and disgrace, and be­ 
cause uo one, to whatever party he may be­ 
long, can close his eyes to the political con­ 
fusion which must ensue from such a change 
of administration as would follow his death.

Pursuant to a call by James I. Felter, the 
Chairman, and to the adjournment order of 
the Fourth of July meeting, a citizens’ meet­ 
ing was held at the Court house Saturday 
evening. 
Mr. Felter called to order and stated that, 
in view of the great tragedy of the day, the 
attempted assassination of the President of 
the United States, the citizens hai been 
called together on short notice to consult 
up n the question of a postponement of the 
Fourth of July celebration, and to givo ex­ 
pression to their feelings over the assault 
upon the head of the nation, and which had 
oppressed every heart with eorrow. 
lie then 
moved that his Honor, Mayor Brown, be re­ 
quested to preside, aud it was unanimously 
voted. 
THE MAYOR, 
On taking the chair, spoke feelingly of the 
sad occasion of the meeting. 
He said there 
was no good citizen who had not been shocked 
by the assassin’s attempt upoa the President 
of the United States, and it seemed to him 
entirely proper that the_ citizens of Sacra­ 
mento should give expression to their feelings 
of abhorrence of the crime. He invited a full 
and open expression as to what should lie 
advised concerning the celebration of the 
Fourth of July. 
Senator Johnson moved that O. P. Dodge 
be elected Secretary, and it was so ordered. 
By request J. McM. Shafter, of Marin, 
addressed the meeting. 
He did not consider 
it proper for him, a non-resident, to advise 
the people of Sacramento concerning the 
propriety of postponing or abandoning the 
celebration of Monday. 
For himself he had 
come here for some days of pleasant recrea­ 
tion, but now he should reconsider his inten­ 
tion, and go to his home, for he 
WAS STUNNED, 
It was not lik 
the attempted assassination 
of the Czar, or of Victor Emanuel, or the 
tuneen of England, or of any other nation 
governed as a monarchy. 
It looked to him 
as if the world was going mad with revolu­ 
tion against law, order, government, and 
obedience to law. 
The rebellious feeling 
seems to pervade and threaten all society. 
All good men should band together to resist it 
—if need be by force, and surely by expression 
condemn it utterly. 
Men, tbeir property, 
society, 
civilization, must 
be 
protected 
from the 
miscreants 
swarming 
in 
the 
world. 
He 
was 
too 
much 
shocked 
to 
take 
aDy 
part 
now 
iu 
amuse­ 
ments of 
any character in the midst of 
the gloom of the present. 
The spirit of in, 
subordination must be quelled, because law, 
government and order stand for the intelli­ 
gence, civilization and safe-being of all peo­ 
ple alike. 
[Applause.] 
Judge T. B. McFarland was called for. He 
said we all know that the President is strick­ 
en down by the hand of the assassin. 
We 
hope I e will live—wc fear he will die. 
We 
hope it is the work cf a simple individual's 
weakness. 
We hope the assassio, whether 
sane or insane, will 


D IE AT THE HANDS OF THE PEO rLE. 
Judge McFarland continuing, said that we 
all hoped for the recovery of the President. 
If, however, he should die, and it proves this 
assassination is not the result of a single 
crazed individual, but of an association or 
band, whether foreign or domestic, then he 
hoped the people would drop all other busi­ 
ness and bring all the assassins to justice. 
[Applause.] As to the celebration of the 
Fourth he spoke at length, holding that if the 
President dies the joyousness of the na­ 
tional holiday could not bo indulged in ; 
gloom would shroud every patriotic heart. 
If, on the other hand, he does not die, the 
celebration would go on with a I’resident of 
the Union lyiDg at death's door, for he could 
uot be so recovered by Monday as to be out 
of danger, and that fact would make all good 
people disinclined to celebrate with bombs 
and drums and cannon. 
The “ Fourth ” is 
an occasion of patriotic rejoicing, and any­ 
thing calculated to still that will destroy its 
purpose. 
A family would not go to the thea­ 
ter with the father of it lying at death’s door. 
The President occupies that relation to the 
family of the nation, of which we are mem­ 
bers. 
It would be equally inappropriate 
in case of the death 
of 
the President 
to 
seek 
to 
convert 
the 
procession 
and celebration into a funeral ceremony, for 
that, should the President die, should be spe­ 
cially appointed aud be held in common with 
the mourning nation. Ha argued in this vein 
at length. 


SENATOR OROVE L. JOHNSON 
Being called for, agreed with the expressiens 
of the previous speakers concerning the great 
and awful tragedy cf the day, and in all they 
had said in condemnation and in their hopes 
that the guilty « ill le all punished.

the celebration of the Fourth being postponed 
or omitted, 
he disagreed, 
for

rej ¡icing. 
It 
is 
made 
a holiday, in 
orusr that all may unite 
in commemorating the event which gave 
birth to a nation. 
As President Garfield hail 
said, “ God reigns and the republic lives.” 
I Applause.] The death of one man, howeTer 
revered and loved, nay, the death of a thou­ 
sand men, could not destroy this nation or 
work its ruin. 
The Fourth of July is to him 
a sacred day, and high and solemn com­ 
memoration not to be omitted easily. 
He 
thought it better to have the procession, and 
let the people declare “ the republic lives,” 
even though the President dies, or, as the 
monarchists put it, 
“ The King is dead ; 
long live the King.” 
It might, however, be 
safest to postpone the celebration to a later 
date ; to that no one could object; while to 
all other plans there would be some objection. 
A t least let the matter be held in abeyance, 
he’d advise, until Sunday, when further in­ 
formation will be at hand.

w . b . c . BROWN 
Was called for and responded. 
He thought 
it would he hard to hold an old-fashioned 
Fourth of July celebration with the Presi­ 
dent of tbe United States on what may be 
his death-bed. 
Every American would feel 
deeply humiliated on Monday if we go on 
with the celebration when, as we gaze on the 
procession, the thought will arise that some 
one has dared to lay his hand on the head of 
the Nation. 
He favored continuing the 
meeting, that further action might bs had, 
and fuller expression made. 
He spoke in 
strong terms of condemnation ot the assas­ 
sin, and inveighed at length and most bit­ 
terly upon the spirit that had been already 
referred to. 
The act was a terrible blow; it 
would disillusionize the people as to the 
beauty of our institutions, and show how the 
spirit of lawlessness is Btalking abroad, and 
that there is a growing unwillingness among 
certain classes, upheld to some extent by cer­ 
tain papers in the Union, to resist the au 
thoritie8 ef the laud, to refuse to submit to 
the laws, and a desire to take the reins in 
their own hands. 
But still, if it is known 
on Sunday that the President will live, then 
the celebration can be made to point a moral 
and adorn a tale, and be the occasion of a 
profitable lecture to the people as to their 
duty in resistance of the efforts to endanger 
the nation.

But 
if he dies or rests in his dying bed, who will 
want to rejoice? He was too full of emotion 
to express his feelings concerning the deed of 
the assassin. 
He hoped and trusted that it 
was only the act of an insane man, and that 
we have not among us a band of assassins 
seeking to break down our Government and 
subvert the laws.

The Chair then put the question to the 
house, Should the meeting adjourn till 4 p. M. 
Sunday ? and it was unanimously so ordered.
